Speaking on the growth and out- 


LPut of eilk and advocating the state 
'of California as aa ideal production 
place for the raw material, David P. 
Burrell, of the Lehrner Silk Manu- 
facturing Company, and Guy Wilkin- 
son, who has spent years studying 
the silk industry from growing mul- 
berry cocoons to marketing the raw- 
product, spoke befotre members of 
the Oakland Advertising Club at 
their weekly luncheon in the Hotel 
Oakland yesterday. 


The speakers -were introduced by 
Mrs. Elizabeth G- McGibbon, head of 
the study division of the advertising 
club who acted as chairman during 
the program of yesterday's meeting. 
Burrell declared1 that the possibil- 
ities for the sale of silk in California 
were almost unlimited. He declared 
that the slimate also was admirably 
suited for its production and that he 
saw no reason why the western part 
of the country, particularly this sVate, 
should not lead the world in its out- 
put. 
San Francisco alone, Burrell 
said, is the second greatest silk con- 
suming city m the world, led only by 
Paris. 
Wilkinson gave 4 a personal talk 
and told of his experiences in investi- 
gating, the silk industry and of mak- 
ing a study of the possibilities of 
growing cocoons and marrufaeuring 
the material in California, 
He de- 
clared that the output of a mulberry 
farm of from 4000 to 4500 acres in 
California, would equal that of Italy, 
the greatest silk producing country 
in the world.

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon has marie four 
specific proposals for a revision of the existing 
scheme of federal taxation. Mr. Mellon believes 
that early action should be taken by Congress 


•with reference to his recommendations, in order 
that the new taxes may be applied to the business 
of the'current calendar year. His proposals are: 


Repeal of the excess profits tax and the 


existing fSOOO income exemption of corpora- 
tions, the loss of revenne to be made good by 
a "modified tax on corporate profits on a flat 
additional income tax on corporations, to 
yield -an aggregate of between $-100.000.000 
and £500.000,000. 


Readjustment of income tax rates so that 


no income will pay more than 40 percent this 
year and 33 percent tl^reaft'er, with, a view to 
producing aggregate revenues substantially 
equivalent to the estimated receipts from the 
income tax tinder the existing law. 


Repeal of the so-called luxury taxes to- 


gether \rith the "nuisance"' taxes as those on 
soda fountain drinks, but retention of 
the 


transportation 
and 
miscellaneous 
specific 


sales taxes. 


Imposition of "sufficient 
new and addi- 


tional taxes of wide application,'-' such as in- 
creased stamp taxes or licenses taxes on thc 
a.se"of~atrtoniobiles. to bring the total revenues 
from internal taxes after making tho changes 
above suggested to about ?4.000,000,000 in the 
fiscal years 1922 and 1920.

COLOMBIA 


Colombia, the country to which 


the United States has just engaged 
by treaty to pay $25,000,000, and the 
scene of. some of the principal ex- 
ploits of Simon Bolivar, liberator of 
the northern states of South Amer- 
ica, whose statue was recently un- 
veiled in New York City, is tho sub- 
ject of the following bulletin issued 
from the Washington, D. C., head- 
quarters of tho Kational Geographic 
Society: 


"Colombia, which 
occupies 
the 


northea&tern corner of South Amer- 
ica and forms the southern 
'abut- 


ment' of the Isthmus of Panama, is 
typical of the entire northern and 
northeastern portion of the South 
American continent," says the bul- 
letin. "It is tremendously rich in all 
sorts of natural resources, and al- 
most wholly undeveloped. 


"It has an area of nearly half a 


million square miles, which means 
that it is almost twice the size of 
Texas; yet it has less than 
one- 


twentieth 
of, the railroad mileage 


of that State. 
To put it differently, 


there is a mile of railway 
in 
the 


United States as a whole for every 
12% square miles of area, while in 
Colombia there is only a mile 
ot 


railway for every 600 square miles 
of area. 
Most of the 
Colombian 


railways are of narrower gauge, by 
& foot or more, than those of the 
United States. 
They do not form a 


system but for the most part are in 
lengths of 25 to 100 miles, scat- 
tered about the country. 


"Bogota, the capital of Colombia,

:TOent bureau of Oakland Post, No.

He declared 
that the response on the part of em- 
ployers had not been as great as he 
felt it should be under the circum- 
stances. 


He emphasized the need of find- 


ins places for yoxing men of from 
-2 to'24 •tvith no particular-experi- 
ence. These young- men, he pointed 
out, have given iheir time to the 
service, which ordinarily they could 
have given to preparing themselves 
for some vocation. 
Most employers 


•want experienced men of SO or there- 
abouts, according: to -Marvin. While 
an effort is made to .sei; that the 
family man is looked after first as a 
general rule, this has brought about 
a preponderance of young- men un- 
placed in permanent positions. 


He pointed out als6 that there are 
many men who are competent to act 
as watchmen, to run elevators or to 
hold similar positions. Men particu- 
larly fitted for such jobs, he said, are 
old retired soldiers, partially dis- 
abled ex-service men, and those who 
are putting- in a portion of their time 
studying- in the government schools.

The woman still was 
clinging to her story of murder and 
burglary carried out at the Vuyacich 
home by three masked men. 


The woman, 26 years of age, was 


not yet informed that her loveY had 
confessed late yesterday afternoon 
Co the slaying, and the interrupted, 
love affair. 
Her obstinacy puzzled 


the officers, but 
Sheriff Lyle was 


planning this morning to inform -her 
of Jaramoas' confession. 


Jaramoas broke down completely 


after nearly eight hours of the moat 
careful examination and cross-ex- 
amination by Sheriff Lyle. We de- 
clared that Mis. Vuyacich opened 
the door ot her home to him alter 
her husband had retired for the 
night. It was two hours !a,ter when 
the husband awakened and discov- 
ered his wife with Jaiamoas. 


The fatal battle followed in the 


yard of the Vuyacich home, Jara- 
moas stabbing his lover's husband 
fifteen times, slashing his throat 
from ear to ear and gouging out the 
man's eyes. lie used a large pocket 
knife which he carried. 


It was following this, he stated, 
that he and Mrs Vuyacich framed 
the story of the burglary and slay- 
jug by the three masked men.

dered man and his wife- ar^ being 
tenderly cared for today by County 
Probation Officer Catherine Battan, 
only half aware of the terrible trag- 
edy enacted at their home.

parison, failing- to be a measure of 
the tax burden at all. 


He pointed out San Francisco's 
heavy appropriations for budget ex- 
penses as compared with those of 
Oakland, in refutation of the com- 
monly expressed idea that San Fran- 
cisco-actually labors under a lighter 
tax burden than Oakland.

Early Mission History 


Much interest has been aroused by 


the announcement that The Oakland 
TRIBUNE will shortly begin publica- 
tion of "The Bride of Mission San 
Jose." 


One of the most famous of all the 


old California missions haa long 
walte.d for its story to be told, says 
Charles Howard Shinn. Its ruins'lie 
at the base of Mission Peak, in Ala- 
meda county, hardly four miles from 
Niles'and Centerville, but far above 
them;

Don J. J. "Vallejo was the first 
"administrator" and built the first 
flour mill at the mouth of Niles 
canyon.

The mission records are re- 
sponsible for the statement that here 
at San Jose 120 bushels of wheat 
were scattered on nnplowed grou'nd 
and simply scratched In, yielding a 
harvest of 7000 bushels of grain."

market — and. 
see -what hap- 
pens. That is the 
simple and com- 
prehensive d i - 
rection. 
The fi c t i o n 


market 
is 
a 
broad 
subject, 


for there are all sorts of fiction. 
Short tales for children would go 
to the Sunday school magazines, 
of which there are many. Many 
a young -writer is drawing down 
a hundred a month for this class 
of fiction alone. 
The big fiction magazines num- 
ber about a score. I happen to 
know, having had to send a story 
recently to all of them. 
It sold 
to the twentieth. All the official 
advisers on how to write stories. 
and nearly all the editors, will tell 
you to "study each magazine" for 
the sort of stuff that magazine 
•uses. Like a good deal of such 
advice, this is bunk. Plain bunk. 
Figure it out with me. 
There 
are certain magazines which want 
a special kind of story, such as 
the type which uses "sex" stuff 
only. 
But for the general, all- 


around story, any market is open. 
The stories you read in, for ex- 
ample, 
Blue 
Book, have been 


bought months previously. 
They 
have' probably been printed two 
months before you read them. 


Now, no editor desires' to print 


the same type of story, month 
after month, unless his magazine 
has that policy. 
Few of them 
have. Adventure wants adventure 
stories, and this includes a pretty 
•wide field, for example, from his- 
torical to business tales. The ed- 
itor is always seeking something 
no^-el 
Something that covers the 


same old ground in a new way. 


Forget the rules, brother scrib- 
bler! Forget 'em. L. L. De Bra 
wrote some stories of Chinese life, 
with Chinese characters. Nothing 
like them had appeared. He was 
advised 
to 
play 
safe, and 
he 


chucked the advice. He sent the 
stories to Popular, which certainly 
appeared to offer no market for 
such stuff. Popular bought them 
all, found them novel and refresh- 


ing and delighted its readers with 
them. So there you are 


By the time you rea^J the stories 
in a magazine the editor is buying 
something else again—if he can 
get it. 


Many editors like stories which 
run in a series, particularly if they 
are ingenious and original in char- 
acters or plot. One series by Clar- 
ence Herbeit New has been run- 
ning for jears in Blue Book. Al- 
most all the magazines will con- 
sider a series; but never send in 
the series all at once. Send one 
story at a time. Say nothing about 
a series. 
Let the editor deduce 
that for himself. If he gets all 
the stories at once he will find 
some of them strong, some weak. 
If he gets them one by one, he 
loses sight of their faults and fails 
to compaie them with each other 


• Some of the magazines are very 
hard to break into, because they 
have certain standards of writing, 
plot or detail which the outsider 
does not know. 
One of these is 


Popular; 
another is Adventure. 


They want stories written in a cer- 
tain technical fashion. Top Notch, 
on the other hand, is wide open 
to newcomers 
The editor, Mr. 


Thomas, takes a personal interest 
in encouraging promising writers, 
criticizing and helping- them. This 
can^.e said of few editors. 


The editor of DetecUve story 


once told me what to ^vrite for 
him. The story was doiw strictly 
to specifications. 
He refused it 
as ha^ng no interest, no plot, no 
nothing! 
It went to All Story, 


sold, and made a tremendous hit. 
There you are again. 


You can sell almost any kind of 
a story to almost any magazine— 
if it is a good story! 


The magazine 
which says it 
wants character woik. forgets all 
about that and buys, a good plot. 
The editor who advertises for 
strong plots is apt to fall in love 
with a character sketch 
Editors 


are human, like you and me, and 
they change their minds on short 
notice 
A well-written story can 


make any editor change his mind. 
Otherwise, he would be a. mighty 
poor editor. 


Several firms have 
compiled 


books which list all the magazines 
in the country, each according to 
its class, together with what each 
editor wants. 
Get one c-f thesa 


and you will have your market in 
front of >ou. Naturally, t '"annot 
recommend am particular kOok; 
but your book-seller can get it 
for you. 
That is your mailing list. Think 
in business 
terms. 
Forget the 


rules and get busy.

bored in cemeteries in the residence 
section of San Francisco and that tho 
cemeteries are impeding the prog- 
ress and growth of the city, were 
placed against considerations of sen- 
timent in the hearing before Gover- 
nor W. D. Stephens yesterday after- 
noon on Assembly bill 553, permit- 
ting the removal of bodies to places 
of interment outside the city. 
More than 60 people from San 
Francisco, including John J. Daily, 
assistant city attorney, and Miss Er- 
nestine Ltttlejohn, representing im- 
provement clubs of San Francisco, 
made the main arguments for the 
bill.Daily declared that, owing to the 
inability of the several cemetery as- 
sociations to care for the graveyards, 
"conditions were extremely deplora- 
jble, and the cemeteries constitute a 
barrier to the growth and progress 
of the city." 
He also explained in detail the pro- 


visions of tlie bill, stating that the 
removals could be made -with no ex- 
pense 
to the relatives of the de- 
ceased. Inasmuch as the land could 
be sold for enough to offset the cost 
of new plots and the cost of maving 
the bodies.
